Julian Grimau, a top leader 
who fought in the Civil Wer and 
was captured by police, was ord- 
ered executed by Franco in 1963 
despite pleas for clemency from 
world leaders.

Radio Interference or Failure 


Seen as Key to Canaries Crash 
By Douglas B. Feaver 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (WP). 
—Because of radio interference 
or failure, a ELM crew never 
heard vital contro! tower instruc- 
tions that might have prevented 
the Canary Island runway col!i- 
sion of two jumbo jets that 
killed 577 persons on March 27, 
according to informed sources. 

A preliminary study by U.S. in- 
vestigators of the tape recordings 
from the ELM fetliner's cockpit 
also appears to confirm that the 
Dutch crew started their takeoif 
without receiving formal permis- 
sion from the control tower. the 
sources said Friday 

The result was that the KLM 
Boeing 747 collided with a Pan 
American World Airways 747 on 
the runway at Los Rodeos Air- 
port on Tenerife Island in the 
Canaries. Only 67 persons—all 
from the’Pan Am plane—surviv- 
ed the fiery crash. 

Since the early deys of the 
Investigation, it has been known 
that the air traffic control tape 
contained no takeoff clearance 
for the ELM jet Ditch officlals 
said s0. Ther also claimed that 
the Pan Am jet missed a turnoff 
that would have cartied it safely 
off the runway before the KLM 
plane started its takeoff attempt. 

Focus of Probe 

Since that time. the investiga- 
tion by Spanish, U.S. and Dutch 
authorities has centered on what 
wes heard in the cocknits of the 
ira iumbo jets. 

According to a transcript of 
the radio traffic tape made avatl- 
able by the Spanish. this impor- 
tant exchange took place seconds 
before the accident: 

KLM to tower: “KLM is now 
ready for takeoff ard we're wait- 
ing our ATC (air traffic control) 
clearance.” 

‘The tower then gave the KLAL 
crew navigational instructions to 
be followed after takeo7f. 

ELM to tower: “We are now 
on for at] takeoff.” 

Tower tc ELM: “OK stand oy 
for takeoff.

Budget, Reorganization Powers in Place 


. Carter Ready to Fit Government to His Mold

WASHINGTON, April 10 (WP). 


government is now in full swing. 
‘The probable results are a fear- 
some workload for the federal 
bureaucracy and a fresh chal- 
lenge to the capacity of Congress 
to help steer the direction of pol- 
icy. 

Wednesday, President Carter 
signed into law the bill giving 
him power to reorganize federal 
bureaus and agencies according to 
his own design, subject only to 
retroactive veto by Congress. 

Friday, he received the blue- 
print for installing zero-base bud- 
geting, 2 new tool for focusing 
federal spending on his own 
priority projects. 

Both reorganization and zero- 
base budgeting are untested weap- 
ons in Mr. Carter’s hands. But 
they seem certain to have a 
major impact on the executive 
and legislative branches. and the 
relationship between them. 


Challenged to Justify 
The 2.8 million federal employ- 
ees—and especially those with 
major managerial and budget- 
responsibilities—wilt be 
challenged by the man in the 
Oval Office to justify their long- 
established programs, their bud- 
gets and their tables of organiza- 
tion—or face having all ‘three 
changed in ways they may not 
like. 


For the 585 senators and rep- 
resentatives, there is a different 
kind -of challenge: How do they 
keep a check-rein on a President 
who is clearly determined to put 
his own stamp on what the gov- 
ernment does and the way it does 
it? 

Zero-based budgeting poses a 
clear challenge to Congress by in- 
creasing the informational imbal- 
ance between the branches. ZBB, 
a technique developed in private 
industry and applied by Mr. Car- 
ter during his term as governor 
of Georgia, requires every budget 
officer and program manager to 
perform some complex tasks: 

Existing operations must be 
broken down into separate “deci- 
sion-packages;” each package 
must then be given 2 priority 
rating, which theoretically re- 
quires the agency head to decide 
what he would do if he or she 
had anywhere from zero to in- 
finite funds to spend; and finally, 
the packages must be reassembi- 
ed to fit three alternative spend- 
ing ceilings—an improvement 
level, a maintenance level and a 
reduction-of-service level. 

Tf it works as hoped, ZBB will 
give federal executives from the 
sub-agency level up to the Oval 
Office a much more detailed look 
at the operations of the federal 
government than they have ever 
had before and enable them to 
make sharper decisions on where 
the money should be spent. 

Bars Detailed Analysis 
But ZBB is designed for use 


in and by the executive branch | 


Statements by Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget Director Bert 
Lance and his deputy in charge 
of ZBB hare put Congress on 
notice that Mr. Carter does not 
plan to share with Congress the 
detailed ZBB analysis on which 
his own budget decisions will be 
based. The budget the President 
Sends to. Congress next January 
will look the way it always has 
—with only one set of figures, 
reflecting the President's best 
judgment on how much the gov- 
ernment should spend and for 
what, If Congress wants a peek 
behind the scenes at the alter- 
natives from which the President 
chose, it will have to secure that 
information on its own—as it al- 
ways has. 

_ 4s yet, there has been no move 
‘by aly congressionsl committee to 
inquire of Carter administration 
officials how they plan to carry 
out the sweeping change in ex- 
ecutive budget-making represent- 
ed by ZBB. or whether it can be 
adapted, im some way, to the 
needs of Consress as well as the 
President. 

Instead, a large croup of sen- 
ators has launched an effort to 
ereate what some of them call 
2 congressional counterpart for 
zero-base budgeting—sunsct ieg- 
islation. ᾿ 

The sunset law would set an 
automatic expiration date every 
five years for virtually all federal 


Programs and put them to death 
automatically unless they were 
affirmatively re-endorsed by Con- 
gress, 

‘The idea is to force the same 
kind of tough-minded evaluation 
of accumulated programs by the 
legislative branch that sero-base 
budgeting is supposed to ac- 
complish in the executive branch. 

Although Sen. Edmund Muskie, 
D-Maine, signed up more than 
half the Senate as co-sponsors 
of the sunset bill, hearings earlier 
this month in Sen. Muskie's 
subcommittee produced strong 
criticism of the proposal from 
such powers as Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash., and Russell 
Long, D-La. Administration wit- 
nesses were remarkably cool to 
parts of the bill, considering that 
Mr. Carter has given it his for~ 
mal blessing. 

In any event, while Congress 
procrastinates, the administration 
has plunged headlong into the 
effort to streamline the function- 
ing of the federal government. 

‘That effort, as Mr. Carter 
noted in signing the reorganiz3- 
tion authority bill, was one of the 
central pledges of his campaign— 
the commitment to the American 
people to make government more 
responsive, efficient and open.” 

Reorganization, ZBB and sun- 
set represent three different bur 
related efforts to redeem that 
promise. Here, in outline, is 
what is under way in each area 
and the views of both skeptics 
and proponents on what may le 
accomplished. 

Φ Reorganization—At a seminar 
on government reorganization 
held a couple of weeks ago by the 
National Democratic Forum, 
Herbert Kaufman, the Brookings 
Institution author of “The [π|- 
mortality of Government Agen- 
cies,” propounded what he called 
“Kaufman's Law.” 

It goes like this: “The longer 
you spend trying to reorganize. 
the lower your expectations 

Mr. Baufman said that the 
reason for disillusionment is that 
the standard prescriptions for 
reorganization are self-contradic- 
tory. Presidents from Woodrow 
‘Wilson on have pushed reorgabi- 
zation, he noted, without achiev- 
ing “a. great deal in terms Οἱ 
eliminating waste and duplica- 
tion.” 

James Rowe jr.. 2 Washington 
Jawyer and veteran of several 
past reorganization efforts, was 
even blunter. He accused Mr. 
Carter of “dreadfully overselling 
reorganization" and told the 
Carterites present that. “Every 
time you.move, you'll get clipped 
by the clientele government” of 
interest groups, lobbyists, bureau- 
erats and members of Congress.

Brown Proposes 
Pentagon Shuffle 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP). 
—Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown has asked Congress for 
authority to reshuffle the Pen- 
tagon’s civilian leadership jobs 
He said in a letter Friday that 
the aim is to streamline the top 
organization. 

A ker proposal is for the crea- 
tion of two new positions of un- 
der secretary of defense. one to 
focus on policy formulation and 
execution and one on research 
and development. The two under 
secretaries would supervise the 
activities of rearly 3 dozen as- 
sistant secretaries and agency 
directors. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Brown would 
eliminate one of two deputy sé¢c- 
retary positions. He believes that 
the addition of two more super- 
vising under secretaries would 
give him a better grip on Pen- 
tagon operations. There appar- 
ently would be no significant de- 
crease in the number of civilian 
appointees. 


Burmese 200-Mile Zoue

spearheading the reorganization 
effort. 

But Mr. Wellford quickly ticked 
off 2 half-dozen reasons why he 
felt this reorganization effort 
would succeed where others had 
failed.

The reorganization boss plans 
personal visits to some cities to 
study the web of federal pro- 
grams at ground level and 15 
launching what he calls a gov- 
ernment-wide survey of oyer- 
lapping activities and agencies. 

4 Zero-Base ®udsetins—While 
reorganization is seen as a four- 
year effort. Mr. Carter has 
ordered full implementation this 
year of ZBB. the budget tool 
on which he came to rely in 
Georgia. Charged with applying 
it fo the vast federal establish- 
ment is the man who installed it 
for Mr. Carter in Georgia. James 
Mcintyre. 

Friday. he handed Mr. Carter 
the proposed text of the first 
full-scale directive on how the 


fovernment should prepare its 
next «fiscal 19791 budget in 
ZBB-style. 


The reason for the rush is 
obvious: Budget-making begins 
in earnest in June and, by then, 
the traditional directive from 
ΟΜ to the agencies must spell 
out in complete detail this revolu- 
tion in budget-making. 

Painful Bat Possible 

Some agency officials say pri- 
vately that it is absurd to think 
that they can crank out the 
thousands of analyses and eval- 
uations ZBB requires in six 
months. Mr. Mcintyre, who has 
been through the process in 
Georgia, says that it may be 
painful but that it is not im- 
possible. 

Rep. Jack Brooks. D-Texas, 
who lobbied privately with 
Mr. Carter to apply ZBB selec- 
tively and gradually to govern- 
ment agencies, says the notion 
that it can be slapped into place 
across-the-board is “a happy 
dream, if you believe you can 
do that, you believe in the tooth 
fairy.” 

To ease the pain somewhat, 
Mr. Mcintyre is planning to 
make the evaluation require- 
ments and funding alternstives 
rather simple for the first year, 
perhaps exempt some “entitle- 
ment programs” entirely, 

In Georgia, ZBB turned up be- 
tween 7,000 and 10,000 “decision 
packages” for review each year, 
The number in Washington will 
be so much greater that Mr. Mc- 
intyre is planning on a two-tier 
review system. with most of the 
judgments being made at the 
agency or departmental level 
and only major “packages” go- 
ing to the OMB and President 
for decision. . 

If the experience of a House 
Appropriations subcommittee is 
any guide, even that may prove 
to be burdensome. 

At the instigation of Rep. Max 
Baucus, D-Mont., the entire bud- 
get of the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission and a small 
piece or the National Aeronautics 
and Space Agency budget were‘ 
prepared this year using Georgia- 
style ZBB techniques.

Φ Sunset—The basic idea of 
sunset legislation is very simple: 
Force Congress to review the 
programs it has created by set- 
ting an automatic expiration 
date for them. 

The idea began in Colorado 
and has been picked up by a 
few other states. In the Senate, 
Sen. Muskie had little trouble 
signing up 58 co-sponsors, span- 
ning the ideological range irom 
Sen, Edward Kennedy, D-Mass. 
to Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz, 

It would apply to all but a 
handful of federal programs: 
exceptions are made for obliga- 
tions ike interest on the na- 
tional debt and for self-financed 
programs like Social Security. 

Every other program would 
automatically come up for review 
each five years and programs in 
a given area would all expire in 
the same year, forcing simulta- 
neous evaluation, 

No program could be reau- 
thorized without a finding by its 
parent committee that it was 
meeting its objectives and de- 
served re-enactment. 

That simple and appealing idea 
for pruning the accumulated 
programatic growth was endorsed 
by Mr. Carter during the course 
of his campaign. But when ad- 
ministration witnesses came be- 
fore Sen. Muskie’s subcommittee 
last month to testify on behalf 
of the bill, they raised more 
questions about its provisions 
than they answered. 

Budget Director Lance found 
some of its parts “unworkable.” 
Labor Secretary Ray Marshall 
and HEW Secretary Joseph Cali- 
fano jr. warned that it might 
unintentionally jeopardize such 
basic legislation as the minimum 
wage, child labor standards and 
civil rights, by subjecting their 
enforcement machinery to the 
perils of periodic review. 

The Greatest Thing 

Mr. Califano joined others in 
wondering if Congress could cope 
with the workload of “1,000 sun- 
set reviews for HEW alone." 
Former Michigan Rep. James 
O'Hara, a liberal Democrat, said, 
“If I were a Republican who 
opposed all these programs when 
they were adopted, I would think 
that sunset is the greatest thing 
that’s ever come along.” 

Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash., 
said that sunset would “over- 
whelm™ Congress with work and 
Sen. Russell Long, D-La., warned 
that it would significantly alter 
the power baJance between Con- 
gress and president. He argued 
that a president could use his 
veto power to deny a congres- 
siona} majority's ability to re- 
enact even a long-established 
and effective program, opposed 
by that president and a one- 
third nyinority in either the 
House or Senate. 

Desplie the unexpectedly stiff 
criticism, Sen, Muskie is pressing 
for action in his subcommittee 
this month and sunset could 
reach the Senate floor by sum- 
mer.

Discrepancies Noted 

A relative heard about the kill- 
ing on the radio, By then, Mr 
Whitehurst’s body had becn em- 
balmed. There were wide dis- 
crepancies in statements by po- 
licemen at the scene. Some said 
they saw no gun: others said 
a gun was 27 inches from Mr 
Whiteburst's hand. 

There is even a missing tape 
A witness testified that she heard 
a policeman, bending over Mr. 
Whitehurst, shout to the officer 
who killed him, “You done shot 
the wrong nigger!" But the radio 
log tapes that could have verified 
it were erased, 

Police still maintain that, at 
the time. it appeared to be such 
an open-and-shut case thet no 
autopsy was needed. that they 
routinely erased radio logs for 
reuse and that there was no 
necessity to run lab tests to see 
if the gun alleged to be Mr. White- 
hurst’s had been fired. 

It all might have ended quietir 
with Mr. Whitehurst’s death had. 
it mot been for the district attor- 
ney, a Dewspaper publisher and 
a couple of young reporters, some 
policemen who testified and others 
who leaked information, a young 
black Jawyer and a “Jittle old 
lady” who asked a crucial ques< 
tion on a grand jury. 

As the investigation wore on, 
District Attorney James Evans be- 
came so suspicious that, a half 
year after the killing, he ordered 
the body exhumed. An autopsy 
then performed by a state toxicol- 
ogist revealed that Mr. White 
hurst had been shot in the back. 

Months after the shooting, suf- 
ficient evidence was collected to 
bring about an unprecedented 
Jndictment in Alzbama—three po- 
lice officers were indicted for per- 
jury relating to testimony in the 
shooting of a black man,

The United States cannot ignore these 
melodramatic events that bear on the polit- 
ical an@ diplomatic strength of a nation to 
which it is massively committed, but neither 
can it be deterred by them from pressing 
ahead along the path already outlined by 
President Carter. 

In recent talks with both Rabin and Pres- 
ident Sadat of Egypt, Carter looked past 
the Israeli election to a Geneva conference 
at which the parties would be invited to 
agree to the substantial withdrawal of 
Israeli forces, virtually to the 1967 frontiers, 
in exchange for a genuine peace, including 
full recognition and commercial and cultural 
ties between Israel and its Arab neighbors. 
In the years that it would take to reach this 
goal, the President would press the parties 
for interim acts of peace and withdrawal 
and attention to the settlement of displaced 
Palestinians. 

The first Israeli and Egyptian responses 
did not greatly raise the odds on success. 
But there was no alternative, save war, to 
the President’s course. There still is none. 
If the Israelis can produce only another 
weak and diplomatically shackled govern- 
ment, they are going to find Washington de- 
signing their security interests and negotia- 
ting positions If they would retain the

One of the glories of Israel is that despite 
al peril, its people strain for normality. No 
. Matter how menaced thelr borders, how 
tense their diplomacy, how strained their 
economy. the Israelis persist at indulging 
democracy, vanity. partisan fratricide and 
petty speculation—all the passions of the 
eomfortable and secure. But that exhausts 
the admiration that can be mustered for 
Prime Minister Rabin’s recent management 
of the affairs of his state, party abd house- 
hold. He has betrayed the trust of his people 
and of millions of Americans for whom the 
health of Israel is a matter of deep concern. 
Dollar bank accounts abroad, though 
filegal are apparently no novelty in Israel 
For all we know, the Rabins held theirs in 
Washington for the understandable purpose 
of buying clothes and taking home gifts 
from their numerous visits. Other leading 
Isrneli officials have been more lax and 
more extravagant. In magnitude, Rabin's 
offense is said to have been no greater than 
careless driving in traffic. But as a political 
actor. he was reckless, When first chal- 
lenged. he lied: when challenged again. he 
could no longer lead the already battered 
and scandal-ridden Labor party into elec- 
tions only six weeks away. 

So a brilliant career, a shrewd strategic 
mind and two years of prime ministerial 
training for a delicate time of Middle East 
negotiations have been squandered. Rabin 
was right to take solace from his record as 
army chief of staff and ambassador to Wash- 
ington and for leading his people out of the 
doldrums following the 1973 war. But the 
purpose of all this service was negotiation 
for peace, which Israel cannot genuinely 
pursue without a strong leadership whose 
Mandate derives from a significant electoral 
victory.

LONDON, April 10 ‘AP).— 
“Roots,” the best-selling book jo 
which 0.5. author Alex Haley 
traces his ancestry to West Afri- 
8. “has little basis in provable 
fact." said the London Sunday 
Times. 

The newspaper said that re 
porter Mark Ottaway traveled 
last week to Juffure, the village 
in Gambia where Mr. Haley 
wrote that his ancestor. Kunta 
Kinte, lived before he was 2b- 
@ucted by slavers in 1767 and 
taken to America. 

Mr, Ottaway also checked Gam- 
bian archives. British colonial 
records and British shipping rec- 
ords, the Times reported. Gam- 
bia gained independence in 1962 
after 120 years as a British 
colony. 

The investigation cast “grave 
doubts about the core section” of 
the book. the newspaper said. 

“Roots,” published last fall, 
quickiy rose to the top of the 
best-selling Uist. A serialized tele- 
vision movie based on the book 
became the most watched show in 
US. history. 

Mr. Ottaway claimed that the 
real Juffure.of 1767 differed fun- 
damenteally from the ancestral 
village of Mr. Haley's book. 

No Eemote Eden 

“Far from being a remote Eden 
untouched by white civilization, 
the real Juffure was 2 whiie 
trading post surrounded by white 
colonialization,” he wrote. 

Mr, Ottaway added that. “in- 
sofar as the iImhabitants of Juf- 
fure were involved in slave trad- 
ing. it was not as victims bat 
as collaborators with the whites,” 
helping them capture slaves from 
farther up the Gambia River, 
It was, therefore. improbable that 
any resident of Juffure would 
have been captured by slavers in 
1767, he concluded. 

The reporter said that Mr. 
Haley chose 1767. not because it 
could apply to information he 
was given in Gambia but because 
it was the only year that could 
fit the author's research in the 
United States. 

Mr, Haley's research indicated 
that his ancestor must have heen 
shipped to Annapolis, Md., be-~ 
fore 1768. The only ship which 
Mr. Haley could trace that made 
the voyage from Gambix to An- 
napolis during the 1760s had 
done so in 1767. 

“In other words, Haley simply 
found an African event to fit 
his American research.” Mr. Ot- 
taway said. 

The reporter claimed that Mr. 
Haley relied on a man he believed 
to be ὦ “griot,” one of a series 
of oral historians who pass fam- 
ily history from father to son. 
for the vital link in tracing his 
ancestry to Kunta Kinte and 
Juffure. 

Notorious Unreliadility" 

But Mr. Ottaway said the man 
was Not 8 griot, Instead, he was 
“a man of notorious unreliability 
who knew in advance what Haley 
wanted to hear and who subse- 
quently gave ἃ totally different 
version of the tale.” 

The man died about nine 
months ago, Mr. Ottaway said. 

The Englishmen said that when 
he spoke with Mr. Haley yes- 
terday of the differences. the 
author “was prepared to concede 
the certainty or at least proba- 
bility of all of them and feels 
that he himself may have been 
misled during his researches in 
Gambia.” 

But he quoted Mr. Haley as 
saying, “In the end, I felt I could 
only write what I was told. Nei- 
ther you nor I know exactly what 
happened. But I stand by “Roots” 
as a symbol of the fate of my 
people.” 


Few U.S. Historians 
Upset by Charges

NEW YORE, April 10 (NST).

Necessarily Novelized 


Mr, Haley has never contended 
that his book is an exact history 
based in every instance on 
documentary evidence. In the 
concluding pages of “Roots,” he 
wrote: “To the best of my know- 
ledge and of my effort, every line- 
age statement within “Roots” is 
from either my Africen or my 
American families’ carefully pre- 
served oral history, much of which 
I have been able conventionally 
to corroborate with documents.

sense of historical knowledge than 
carefully researched history.” 

Mr. Fogel said he believed that 
publisher and author had erred 
in “going along with" a descrip-~ 
tion of the book a3 ἃ kind of his- 
tory but he suggested that it 
would be wrong “to diminish the 
book” by pointing out that there 
were many errors. 

“That charge should not be ac- 
cepted glibly,” he warned. “The 
burden of proof is on those who 
bring the charges.” 

“Any knowledgeable historian 
can go throngh the work and 
point out a lot of mistakes,” he 
eontinued. He said that “roots” 
was “a good novel by a man who 
had done more research than 
most authors of historical novels.” 
and he added: “I never applied to 
it the standards I would have if 
it had been written by Vann 
Woodward or Oscar Handlin.” 

‘A Fraud's ἃ Fraud" 

Mr. Woodward. 8 professor at 
Yale, could not be reached for 
comment. 

Prof. Handlin, who teaches at 
Harvard, was asked whether he 
agreed that the standards should 
be different. 

“A fraud’s a fraud.” he replied. 

He did not know details of er- 
rors alleged but, noting that the 
book had been extensively re- 
viewed, he said: “The historians 
say. ‘Well, the anthropology must 
be correct.’ But if you add them 
together, there are a lot of in- 
teresting elements which raise the 
question of how a book like this 
became successful 

“Most historians are cowardly 
avout reviewing history books. 
The whole idea of being factual 
about material has gone out the 
window. Historians are reluctant 
—cowardiy—about calling atten~ 
tion to factual errors when the 
general theme is in the right 
direction. That goes for foreign 
policy. for race and for this book. 
I think it's ἃ disgrace. I said this 

about eight vears ago and it's 
gotten worse.” 

At Yale, Prof. David Davis, au- 
thor of “The Problem of Slavery 
in the Age of Revolution,” said: 
“One could take almost any his- 
tory and go over it with a fine- 
tooth comb and come up with er- 
rors or points that are debatable. 
To be scholarly or pedantic. you 
can make all kinds of qualifica- 
tions. The problem is we ailneed 
certain myths about the past and 
one must remember how much in 
the myths about the Pilgrims or 
the immigrants coming here has 
been reversed.” 

Bedress the Balance 

He suggested that Mr. Haley's 
book had done much to redress 
the balance in popularly held 
views of slavery. 

In her review of “Roots" in the 
New York Review of Books, Prot.

Lockheed Warns

New Disclosures 


LOS ANGELES, April 10 (AP). 
—Lockheed Aircraft Corp. has 
warned sharehokders that a 
federal grand jury imquiry 
couid reveal further bribery 
scandals which could “significant- 
ly impair" its ability to get 
future orders and otherwise 
Garage its financial condition.

the aerospace company disclosed 
that it is under investigation br 
ἃ grand jury m Washington.

The investigation could mean 
“further disclosure of identify- 
ing details of foreign payment 
and scandals" that could “sig- 
nificantly impair the company's 
ability to obtain future orders,” 
the report said. 

Lockheed has been implicated 
in scandals involving overseas 
payoffs. The firm said it is fur- 
nishing documents to the grand 
jury as well as to the Federal 
Trade Commission in connection 
with alleged multimiion-dollar 
bribes and questionable payments 
abroad. 

The report noted that a special 
committee of outside directors is 
preparing a report for WLock- 
heed’s board, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and the 
‘US. Districts Court in Wash- 
ington. The report. due April 
30, concerns previously disclosed 
company payments of an esti- 
mated $25 million to obtain 
foreign business.

The growing drain on one of 
their most lucrative exports has 
forced the East African neigh- 
bors to set aside their differences 
end join forces against the ram- 
pant smuggling of Ugandan 
coffee into Benya 

Armed helicopters patrol] Lake 
Victoria, coffee convoys cross the 
border under guard and smug- 
glers are threatened with firing 
squads. . 

But observers say that hun- 
dreds of tons of Ugandan coffee 
ere still smuggled weekly into 
Benya and the racket is not 
likely to abate as long 2s prices 
on international markets are as 
high as they are now and the low 
value of Ugandan currency makes 
the smuggling worth the risk. 


Spectacular Rise 


‘The spectacular rise In prices 
on international coffee markets 
during the last 18 months result- 
ed from fears of shortages after 
frosts damaged crops in Brazil, 
the world's largest coffee pro- 
ducer, and civil war ravaged An- 
gola, another major exporter. 

In recent weeks: 

e Nairobi press reports have 
told of gun battles between gun- 
ships and well-armed smugglers 
crossing Lake Victoria in canoes. 
Some canoes have been sunk and 
their occupants drowned. 

One report said that a band of 
smugglers shot down a Ugandan 
helicopter, Killing a soldier and 
wounding one. Other soldiers 
rounded up the bandits, took 
them to an island and roasted 
them alive under sacks soaked in 
gasoline. 

© Uganda radio reported this 
week that 24 persons caught ty- 
ing to smuggle out 500 bags of 
coffee would be executed by 
firing equad. Under the “eco- 
nomic crimes tribunel’s decree” 
anyone diverting coffee and other 
valuable commodities faces sum- 
marr execution. 

® Until two weeks ago, few 
road convoys transporting land- 
locked coffee to the Kenyan port 
of Mombasa made it. Armed 
gangsters hijacked virtually every 
convoy. 

Kenyan transport authorities 
and police finally agreed to pro- 
vide armed escorts for the con- 
vors on condition that ther 
travel only by day. Twenty con- 
voys, each carrying about 400 
tons of coffee, have rolled into 
Mombesa in the jast week under 
heavy armed guard. 

But despite the crackdown. ob- 
servers say that the smuggling 
wiD go on. The bulk of the coffee 
js ferried at night by canoe on 
Lake Victoria. which touches of 
southern Uganda and western 
Kenya. 

“It is simply mmpossible for the 
Ugendan authorities to patrol the 
entire lake." a coffee farmer here 
said. “And. with the interna- 
tional price for the green beans 
being what it is, rou can hardly 
expert emueziers to call it a dar 
nor.” 

Some coffec is also carried 
across the border op foot and 
some smugglers have been caught 
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ferrying coffee aboard huge ail 
tankers. The bandits who used to 
hijack tuck convoys sppear io 
have successfully switched tac- 
ucs since security was tightened. 

There has been a spate of 
thefts at coffee factories along 
the border and some residents

Uganda produced 2.8 million 
begs of coffee last rear. more 
than twice a5 much as Kenya.

AUGUSTA, Ga, April 10 (WP). 
—Een Crenshaw std Tom Wat- 
son, two of the young Hons who 
have been in front before, shared 
the lead at seven-under-par 209 
after the third round yesterday 
of the Masters at the Augusta 


National Golf Course. 


A shot back was Rik Massen- 
gale, who turned in a 67, and 
following him were such tour 
regulars as Jack Nicklaus and 
dim Colbert at 213; Tom Kite, 
Gary Player, Hubert Green and 
Rod Funseth at 213; Danny Ed- 
wards, Don January, Hale Irwin 
and defending champion Ray 
Floyd at 214, and Tom Weiskopf 
at 215, 

Lee Elder had an erratic round 
with four birdies and four bogeys 
to come tn with a par 72 and 
found himself in a tie at 216 
with four others, including U.S. 
Open champion Jerry Pate. 

The lead went back and forth 
all day, the most ideal of the 
tournament with little wind, low 
humidity and a hot sum, At one 
point, six players were tied for 
the lead.

A Very Personal Religion i in a 8 Spanish Village

AbE40RIN EL GRANDE, 

Spain (IHT)—This is the 
week of emotional repose for 
the people of this mountain 
village in Andalucia after the 
tension of the Easter period. 
Antonio Gallego, 25, who was 
reliving the Calvary of Jesus 
only a few days ago, is back at 
work in a textile factory. Juan 
Aguilar, 38, exemplary in the 
role of a brutal Roman centu- 
rion, is again serving beers with 
a smile in a bar. 

Compared to the lavish Holy 
Weeks in Seville and Malags, 
the Easter Passion plays pro- 
duced in this town of 15,000 are 
simple and often amateurish. 
But their intimacy and inten- 
sity make the processions in 
Seville and Malaga seem cold 
and formal. 

The plays bere are inspired 
by a long tradition—435 years. 

The thousands of spectators 
who crowd the narrow streets 
apparently find something very 
special in Albaurin’s manner of 
celebrating Holy Week. As a 
Spanish journalist has written, 
“The parents of this village, for 
generation upon generation, 
have jealously guarded and 
instilled in their children their 
particular way of celebrating 
Holy Week... and each year 
the young people who go out 
trom the churches into the 
streets to teli the age-old story 
bear up this tradition.” 

Perhaps it is the highly emo- 
tloual state of the players that 
appeals to the people. Perhaps 
it is the sincerity with which it 
is done. Or perhaps it is the 
setting of this dazzling white 
village, with its tile roofs, flower 
pots everywhere, the majestic 
green mountains rising behind 
it. 


No Longer a Play 


After two weeks of disorga- 
nized rehearsals, the players are 
suddenly in the streets, taking 
the onlookers along with them.

The girl, Antonia 
Cabrera, 18, was so sby that she 
ran out of the room when a 
reporter asked to talk to her. 

Both of the Virgin Marys for 
the two fraternities, the Verdes, 
or greens, and the Morados, 
or purples, were beautiful and 
both had an ethereal quality 
about them. The youngest, 
Maria Serrano, 15, who stopped 
ber schooling to work in a 
textile factory last year to help 
her family, seemed to fall into 
ἃ trance when the judgment 
was handed down by Pontius 
Pilate, 

When asked what she thought 
of the mother of Jesus, Antonia 
Serrano, 22, (not related to 
Maria) said, “She is a person 
like everyone else, a good 
mother who suffers‘and worries 
about her children.” 

Gonzalo Torres, 22, who plays 
Jesus in the scene in which he 
carries the cross and falls three 
times, has played for his group 


—the Morddos--for the past 


four years. A philosophy stu- 
dent, Gonzalo said that he did 
not feel the whip lashes given 
him by the Roman guards at 
first. It was only after he had 
returned to his church. that he 
Was aware of the wounds. 
“They were only superficial. It 
is hard to explain, but it is like 
reliving your faith.” ‘ 

Juan Aguilar, of the Verdes, 
said that before going into the 
street as a Roman centurion, 
he asks God for forgiveness in 
his role of barming Jesus. 
“Otherwise 1 could not live with 
moyself,.” 

He has played this role for 
four years and claims that each 
year he tries to bring something 
new to the part. “If it weren't 
for the bad‘ people in life, there 
eould be no good people.” (His 
performance brought cries of 
“assassin.” “murderer” from 
the’ crowds)
